All shore 
leave was cancelled tor men of ttjo 
U, S. cruiser HunUngton and ot 
several smaller British shlpo In the 
harbor. 

Police patrolled Oorlda. 25 miles 
north- of here, where American 
troops broke up a similar demon- 
straUon yesterday. The crowd was 
scattered without serious Incident.

In defiance of AMCtef usal to grant 
a permit, Was scheduled to coincide 
with the annlTcrsary of tho Veneita 
QluUa partisan uprising on Sept. 8. 
10*3— and Incidentally with the an- 
niversary of Italian surrender. For 
several daj-a prior to the Incident, 
tho communist press had openly de- 
clared an Intention to defy tho pro- 
hlblUon.

Because Yugoslavia Li n liny country thou- 
sands or miles away, and the United States Is 
a mighty world power. It would be very easy 
to overlook tho slBnlllcance of the .current 
dispute between our two countries. 

II It were true that Yugoslavia Is Just 
little nation, standlns niono on her own feet, 
that had done ^omc damage In a chlldlflh 
tantrum, then aurcly. wc could afford to ac- 
cept her grudBlnd amends and rIvo Tito 
whatever .satisfaction he might find In' tho 
last word, 1 ■ 

■ Unfortunately, that Is not the case. The 
matter Is not really one between little YugO' 
sJavJa, and tho bjff United States. It Is be- 
■twecn the United States and powerful Rus- 
sia, 

I Tito Is merely Stalin's puppet. He never has 
been anything more. He la a communist 
agent, trained In Moscow before the war and 
sent back to seize his native land for Russia, 
away from the legal govemment that was 
Jfghtlng whole-hcortcdly with the allies 
against nazlsm. 

Under Tito. Yugoslavia has no independent 
existence. It Is a province and a tool of the 
■ Soviet. It does nothing Internally or extei 
nally, without assurance that Moscow ap- 
proves. ' 

When Tito had American planes shot down, 
he did. It' In lull k'nowlcdge that Stalin ap 
proved 'arid would back him— If, Indeed, he 
had no explicit orders from a Soviet Rovern- 
ment tha't ostensibly Is our ally and friend. 

The Issue that has been "raised Is not one of 
national dignity. A Newfoundland can Ignore 
the yapping of a toy terrier. It Is an Issue of 
world peace. Even a Nqwroundland cannot 
• afford, very long, to let himself bo pushed 
around by ji mastiff. 

For ft long time now we have let Russia- 
push us around. Ignore her agreements with 
us. Interfere with our ItUemai affairs, even 
alap us physically. 

_ Her fighter planes. Just for sport, have 
naxassed our transports over occupied Aus- 
tria. While the banned American flights over 
Siberia, her planes dally cruise over our AlaS' 
kan defense areas. Now, through her cat'; 
paw Tito, she has had two unarmed Amerl. 
can transports sJiot down. ~ 

Grudgingly Tito has compiled with much of 
our ultimatum.. He has released those shot- 
down fUepa known to be alive. He has given 
full military funeral honors those known 
to be dead, taking them from the mass grave' 
Into which— until we talked tough— he had 
contemptuously tossed their mangled- bodies. 
Ha has given ordera that no more American 
planes are to be shot down. 

All that Is wcU. In addition, wc have a right 
■to an apology from Russia through her pup- 
pet, and to undevlathig compliance with the 
understanding that American planes are to 
be let alone. 

We should not be satisfied' until we get 
those things.
